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This  key  gives  a  general  symmetrical 
proportion  of  letters  pertaining  to  sign  writ- 
ing. The  measurements  are  governed  by 
width  of  strokes. 

The  Stroke  System  is  the  best  system 
known  to  the  profession.  Any  letter  that  can 
be  divided  can  be  described  by  this  system 
and  even  flourishes  or  scrolls  can  be  laid  out 
in  this  manner,  so  that  with  a  knowledge  of 
measurements  a  form  of  letter  can  be  made, 
no  matter  how  intricate  its  curve  or  how  del- 
icate its  lines.

Spacing  between  the  letters  should  appears  equal  in  the 
general  construction.
